Vulcan 
certainly should have some fire pro¬ 
tection, and for the benefit of its citi¬ 
zens should have a complete water 
works system as soon as the people 
leel that they can arrange for it. It 
will have it some time and as soon as 
is possible, but the present conditions 
Tiardly warrant the construction of a 
complete system at the present time. 
As regards the first of the above pro¬ 
positions, we suggest that if it is de¬ 
cided to construct along any one 
street that the construction be made 
of permanent., nature, with pipe ol 
sufficient size, laid at a sufficient 
depth to care for any future demands 
the village may make upon it, and 
with the idea in mind of this line 
serving the general water works syst¬ 
em in the near future. It would be 
waste of time and material as well as 
money to construct any temporary 
mains, which would have to be dis¬ 
carded when a general system is in¬ 
stalled, which we hope is the inten¬ 
tion of»the people in the near future. 
.A complete water works system in a 
town is the biggest advertisement a 
town can have as well as the greatest 
blessing to its people. Water, good

Roots 
are^excellent. Pastures are improved 
very greatly. Tame hay is a light 
crop but the rains are going to do 
more than simply improve pastures, 
there will be considerable late hay 
cut as a result of rains during the 
past three or lour weeks. Cutting of 
all kinds of crop is general in Central 
Alberta.

There will be some feed 
on fields that have failed and the pas- 
Flax is now do¬ 
ing well but is not sufficiently ad¬ 
vanced for this time of year. The 
potato crop is considerably improved 
Most of the south country has re¬ 
ceived about four inches of rain with¬ 
in the past three or four weeks. The 
soil is now in condition for cultiva¬ 
tion in preparation for next year. 

The chief value of the rain at the 
present time is to relieve the anxiety 
among people who have cattle and to 
strengthen prices for cattle that are 
being put on the market to reduce 
stocks. Good Stockers on the Calgary 
market have risen from six and a half 
to eight cents over the past fortnight 
and the demand is satisfactory at this 
price. It has been generally recogniz¬ 
ed that the surplus of hay in Central 
and Northern Alberta is not as great 
as it was last year. On the other 
hand the .gelling services at the cen¬ 
tral markets are particularly active 
whose crops have been reduced by 
by farmers in Central and Northern 
Alberta is very keen. The absorption 
of this stock is going to be a much 
greater factor in j the relieving of the 
feed shortage in the south than the 
movement of stock north was last 
year. At the present time owners of 
surplus beef heifers in the south are 
able to do good business. 

There has been no great damage by 
hail.. The only heavy hail reported in 
the province since last report was in 
the Ednionton district. A stretch of 
hail varying from two to five miles 
wide ran from Volmer Station east¬ 
ward for a distance of about ten miles. 
Small patches have been visited by 
hail in the Peace River district and 
Spruce Grove.

A FOOLISH CAMPAIGN

The tarmem of Southern Alberta 
whose orops ahve been reduced by 
drought will be glad to know that the 
Department of Agriculture k making 
provision for Pall Rye 8eed In the 
name way as advances of seed grain 
wen made last spring- The depart¬ 
ment Is looking after the unorganised 
area# while the Municipal Department 
is authorising notion on the part of 
municipalities In the same way as was 
done last spring. A maximum of 
twenty-five bushels of seed can be 
secured. Those who can afford to pur¬ 
chase this ee&d can do business direct¬ 
ly with -the Dominion Seed Branch at 
Calgary without the assistance of the 
Department of Agriculture or Muni¬ 
cipalities. Others who require credit 
can secure their seed through the 
Seed Bran oh at Edmonton. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture takes a note 
which runs until November l»t, 1920. 
The note is protected by a lien on 
the land. The price of the seed Is 
$2.20 per bushel. 'The furnishing of 
this seed Is subjeot to the holding out 
of the supply at the Dominion Seed 
Branch at Calgary. 

The Minister of Agriculture has 
been urging the sowing of Pall Rye 
especially in a dry season. The sup 
i ply of both native grasses and rough- 
age from grain crops la reduced in 
I dry seasons and quick crops are need¬ 
ed for both hay and pasture. If rye 
is sown in July or August it furnishes 
feed during the autumn and is a crop 
that to ready for grassing again early 
In the spring as soon as the snow 
goes away. It can be graced up until 
nearly the middle of June if the season 
is not too dry and can then be left 
to ripen for grain or can be immediate¬ 
ly cut for hay. The crop Is a highly 
beneficial and profitable crop In any 
kind of season and throughout the 
province. Besides Its value for forage 
It to useful as a green crop to plow- 
down and Is also useful to hold the 
land against blowing- Much of the 
land In Southern Albesta has been 
subject to frequent cultivation and is 
now so fine that when it becomes dry 
it blows badly. The rye prevents 
this in both the fall and spring. Its

HOW TO MARKET LIVESTOCK

At such a time as this, when certain 
sections of the Province are short of 
feed and when a considerable amount 
of our livestock has to find a market, 
it Is wise for us to see that we are 
setting all our stock will bring. 

Instances have come to us where 
discouraging and panicky information 
has been scattered widely In 'certain 
districts. The purpose seemed to be 
to get the farmer in a par'■>. so that 
he would sell his live siock for a 
ridiculously low figure. For Instance, 
farmers have informed us that the 
current report in their district wlas to 
the effect that the Calgary Livestock 
•market had gone all to pieces, and 
that farmers could not even get their 
freight out of cars of stock shipped to 
that point. 

These ninllcous stafPitfents are ab¬ 
solutely false, for the Calgary market 
up to date, (August 501) has absorbed 
evenythlng sent to it at pr.ices that 
are, 'to ertiy the least! fair. This is 
particularly true of all-grades of good 
stocker cattle. There are of course 
the light boned, poor quality, and off 
color stuff that are poor sellers, and 
these frequently find their way to the 
•dinner classes, hut all animals show¬ 
ing good bone, breeding add of good 
stocker quality, have up To date, found 
ready sale. The prices for stockera 
have been about as follows: Yearlings, 
$25.00 to $40.00; I wo-ycar-olda, $00 00 
and up to $75.00. 

The Government and Itailroaa ar¬ 
rangement to permit each matt to ship 
free of eliarge two cars of cattle to' 
Teed, or seven cars of feed to the 
cattle will help to steady conditions. 
Hutsve would strongly advise farmers, 
before sacrificing their stock at ridi¬ 
culously low figures to call up some 
reputable commission firm, for market 
ireitorts before they tire stampeded 
into a very foolh 
stock! 

Let us, however,. Impress upon all 
those living inside the mange are that 
they secure a certificate front a Do¬ 
minion Government Veterinarian or a 
range rider that their stock is free 
from mange, and that it has not come 
in contact with mangey cattle. Cattle 
accompanied by certificate of this 
kind can be sold to better advantage 
in the Calgary yards. If shippers fail 
to secure this certificate,'it may mean 
that, their cattle- may be held in the 
yards !for two dips, ten days apart. 
It is imperative that ill shippers from 
within (lie mange area remember this 
fact, and send the clean bill <Sf health 
in with the bill of lading. This of 
course applies to stocker cattle and 
not to butcher sturf sent in for 'im¬ 
mediate slaughter.

The 
dry area is defined as being south ot' 
a line Irom Llodynrinster to Chipman. 
from Chipman to Tofield, from Tofleld 
to t’ainrose and from Cainrose to 
Wetaakiwiu and continuing west- The 
rates apply only within the provinc e 
except thut free freight will be given 
for hay brought from Saskatchewan 
or Manitoba to the dry area. 

The volume of feed in Central and 
Northern Alberta is not as large as 
it was last year. There will probably 
lie a hundred thousand tons secured 
this year but there was a good deal 
more than this shipped last year, 
there is still available a good deal of 
pasture about which information can 
be secured by writing the department
